negro or mulatto to give security for his good benaviour ina
penalty not exceeding thirty dollars, or on default of such secue
rity, to orler such free negro, or mulatto, to depart the state
within fifteen days; and such free negro or mulatto, refusing to
complv with this act, or after leaving this state, shall again re.

tura within six months, may be again taken up and carried bes

fore some julge or justice of the peace, who may commit the
said free negro, or ulatto, to the common goal of the county;
and in case such person or persons, so committed, sholl not
within twenty days thereafter, pay his or her prisgn charges, it
shall and may be lawful for the sheriff of such co ty. wherein
such persan or persone, shall have becn committed{ with the ape
probation of any two justices of the pcace of such uaty, to scll
such person or persons, to serve for a perig {imc not ex-
ceeding six calender months, and the money therefrom arising,
after payment of the charges incurred by such commitment, to
pav over unto the justices of the levy courts of the respective
counties, for the use of said counties: Provided, That if an
such free negro, or mulatto shall consider himself or herself ag-
grieved by the decision of such Jjustice of the peace, the person
so aggrieved thercby shall have “the right to appeal thereform,
to the negt county court, upon giving reasonable security for
appearing before said court and prosecuting said appeal: And
provided also, that if such uegro or mulatto shall within the
said fifteen days, from the date of the said order of the said
judge or justice that such negro or mulatto shall depart this
state, hire him or herself to some responsible citizen of this
state for three months, tieen and in that case such negro or mue
Iatto shall mot be compelled to depart in compliance with the
wid order. ,

2. And be it enacted, Thatit shall be the duty of the said
constables, and they are hereby directed to make diligent enqui-
ry into the condition of the childien of free negroes and mulat-
toes, and wherever they find the children of free negroes and
malattoes, the parents or pratectors of whom have no yisible
means of supparting and clothing such children; and such child-
3en being at an age sufficient to be bound out as an apprentice;
immediately to lodge such information with the orphans court
or some justice of the peace of his county or city, who shall
cause such children to be brought before them or him, and pra-
ceed to bind them out as apprentices agreeably to the agt for
“the better regulition of apprentices and its supplements.
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
